Q.— Do yen think the sentence of 
death passed upon Adam for one mere 
let of disobedience is a just one? 
(A. 
W. J.) 
Answer.—The sentence, at first sight, 
seems a heavy one for what might he 
considered a slight offence, but when 
we consider the question from an un­ 
biased standpoint we see that the sen­ 
tence. though severe, was on the lines 
of strict Justice. 
In thinking of this 
matter we are apt to suppose Adam a 
fallen man like ourselves and incapable 
of living righteously; but we must re­ 
member that *lie came from the hands 
of the Creator perfect, and that noth­ 
ing exceptional was asked of him. In 
our case, the matter is very different. 
We are born in sin, and, consequently, 
unable to perform perfectly the Divine 
will, even if Ave are desirous of so do­ 
ing. 
God had a right to exact from 
mr first parents perfect obedience, and 
in return he promised them that they 
should live. 
lf they did not de his 
will, lie then as their Creator had a 
right ro take away his favor of life 
from them, especially since they had 
been informed that this favor was con- 
litional upon their obedience. 
Evi­ 
dently we have looked upon this sen­ 
tence as an injustice not because of 
the nature cf the sentence but because 
we have supposed that the curse of 
death was merely preliminary to an 
eternity of torture. That would indeed 
be cruelly unjust. 
The necessary se­ 
verity of the sentence which God did 
pronounce against the sinner enables 
us to realize how immeasurable is the 
love of God in planning a way of es­ 
cape from the penalty—a resurrection 
from Hie grave through the ransom 
sacrifice of the Lord Jesus.

In controlling the above-mentioned 
* is well as other insects, apple grow* 
J irs should apply their arsenical sprays 
at times when they will be of the 
greatest possible service. 
There is a 
limit to the number of sprays which 
can be profitably applied, especially 
since in many cases it is also neces­ 
sary to give separate 
sprayings of 
fungicides at times when no insecti­ 
cide is required and vise versa. 
For 
'nstance, it is generally conceded that 
spraying with a fungicide is neces­ 
sary before the opening of the apple 
bloom, for the purpose of reducing 
apple scab, though the addition of an 
arsenical at that time can have no 
effect in destroying the larvae of the 
coddling moth and little, if any, value 
against the curculio. Again, sprays of 
Bordeaux mixture, when used late ii? 
the season at the time of the appear­ 
ance of bitter-rot are given at a time 
too late to be of much value in pre­ 
venting damage from either of these 
two insects. 
A very important spraying is the 
one just as the blossoms begin to 
show’ the pink. 
At that time we get 
tho two kinds of Canker worms, bud 
moth, leaf roller, aphis and curculio. 
But the most important spraying is 
tho one for the coddling moth, just 
after the petals fall and after the bees 
have stopped working on the blossoms 
—at that spraying we try to get poison 
into the calyx of every apple. 
It is 
generally understood that eggs 
aro 
laid on the leaf while the blossoms are 
open. In a short time the eggs hatch 
and the worm takes a bite or two 
from the leaf, then crawls into the 
calyx to eat and burrow’ into the young 
apple.

The economic distribution of farm 
produces is today the world’s greatest 
problem and the war, while it has 
brought its hardships, has clearly em­ 
phasized the importance of distribu­ 
tion as a factor in American agricul­ 
ture and promises to give the farm­ 
ers the co-operation of the govern­ 
ment and 
the 
business 
men 
the 
solution of their marketing problem. 
This result will, in a measure, com­ 
pensate us for our war losses, for the 
business interests and government 
have been in the main assisting al­ 
most exclusively on the production 
side of agriculture. While the depart­ 
ment of agriculture has been dumping 
tons of literature on the farmer telling 
him how to produce, the farm er has 
been dumping tons of products in the 
nation’s garbage can for want of a 
market. 


The World W ill Never Starve. 
At no time since Adam and Eve 
were driven from the Garden of Eden 
have the inhabitants of this world 
suffered from lack of production, but 
some people have gone hungry from 
the day of creation to this good hour 
for the lack of proper distribution. 
Slight variations in production have 
forced a change in diet and one local­ 
ity has felt the pinch of want, whil<s 
another surfeited, but the world as a 
wbole has ever been a land of plenty. 
We now’ have less than one-tenth of 
the tillable land of the earth’s surface 
under cultivation, and wTe not only 
have this surplus area to draw on but 
it is safe to estimate that in case of 
dire necessity one-half the earth’s 
population could at the present time 
knock their living out of the trees 
of the forest, gather it from wild 
vines and draw it from streams. No 
one 
should 
become 
alarmed; 
the 
world will never starve. 
The consumer has alw’ays feared 
that the producer would not supply 
him and his fright has found expres 
sion on the statute books of our states 
and nations and the farmer has been 
urged to produce recklessly and with­ 
out reference to a market, and regard­ 
less of the demands of the consumer. 
Back to the Soil. 
Th© city people have been urging 
each other to move back to the farm, 
but very few of them have moved 
We welcome our city cousins back to 
the soil and this earth’s surface con 
tains 16,092,160,000 idle acres of till­ 
able land where they can make a 
Jiving by tickling the earth with a 
forked stick, but w e do not need them 
so far as increasing production is con 
cerned; wre now have all the producers 
wTe can use. 
The city man has ver\ 
erroneous ideas of agricultural condi 
Mons. The commonly accepted theory 
that we are short on production is a1 
wrong. 
Our annual increase in pro 
duction far exceeds that of our in 
crease in population. 
The World as a Farm. 
Taking the world as one big farm 
w’e find two billion acres of land ii 
cultivation. 
Of this amount there if 
approximately 750,000,000 acres on the 
w’estern and 1,260.000.000 acres on th< 
eastern hemisphere, 
in cultivation 
This estimate, of course, does not in 
elude 
grazing 
lands, 
forests, 
etc. 
where large quantities of meat an 
produced. 
The world’s annual crop approxi 
mates fifteen billion bushels of ce 
reals, thirteen billion pounds of Abn 
and sixty-five million tons of meat.

Tne world shows an average in 
crease in cereal production of 13 pei 
cent during the past decade, compared 
with the previous five years, while the 
world’s population shows an increase 
of only three per cent. 
The gain in production far exceeds 
that of our increase in population, and 
it is safe to estimate that the farmer 
can easily increase production 25 per 
cent if a remunerative market can be 
found for the products. 
In textile 
fibres the world shows an increase 
during the past half decade in produc­ 
tion of 15 per cent against a popula­ 
tion increase of three per cent. 
The people of this nation should 
address themselves to the subject of 
improved facilities for distribution. 


Over-production and crop mortgage 
force the farmers into ruinous com­ 
petition with each other. The remedy 
lies in organization and in co-opera­ 
tion in marketing.

ROADS AS UrtOP PRODUCERS 


Government Studies Show Hew Agri 
cultural Outlook cf Country De­ 
pends Upon Its Highways. 


Chicago, Nov. 30.—Expressing dis­ 


satisfaction over a method of extermi­ 


nating rats for which he paid $1, Mar­ 
lin Walsh, a farmer near Greenwich. 
X. Y., has written a letter to District 
Attorney Charles F. dyne, complain­ 
ing about th© alleged fraudulent use 
of the mails. 
In his letter, which was received 
last Saturday, Walsh said he answer­ 
ed an advertisement and enclosed $1,1 
receiving the following instructions 
on how to rid his farm of rats and 
skunks: 
“Catch a turtle, bore a bole in the 
shell and attach a long wire in the 
hole. 
At one end of the wire place 
some cotton sa tia te d with kerosene. 
Place the turtle, headforward. in the 
hole you believe infested with rodents 
and ignite the cotton. The turtle will 
crawl into the hole to escape the 
light and any animal in the nole will 
run. 
If they remain the turtle will 
bite them to death.” 
“Walsh wrote he was unable to 
catch a turtle,” said Mr. Cly ne. 
“I 
don’t know what I’ll do with the case. 
If lie caught a turtle and tried the 
scheme maybe it would work.” 


That an improved road will increase 
vastly the productiveness of the area 
through which it runs has now been 
satisfactorily demonstrated by studies 
conducted by the United States depart 
ment of agriculture in Virginia. Con­ 
ditions in Spotsylvania county w’ere in­ 
vestigated with particular care, and 
the results have proved surprising. In 
1909 the county voted $100,000 to im­ 
prove 40 miles of reads. 
Two years 
after the completion of this work the 
railroad took away in 12 months from 
Fredericksburg, the county seat, 71,- 
000 tons of agricultural and forest 
products hauled over the highways to 
that town. 
Before the improvement 
of the reads this total was only 49,000 
tons annually; in other words • the 
quantity of the county’s produce had 
risen more than 45 per cent. 
Still 
more interesting, however, is the in­ 
crease shown in the quantity of the 
dairy products. In 1909 these amount­ 
ed to 114,815 pounds, In 1911 to 273,- 
028 pounds, an increase of practically 
140 per cent in two years. 
In tile 
same time shipments of wheat had in­ 
creased 59 per cent, tobacco 31 per 
cent and lumber and other forest prod­ 
ucts 48 per cent. 
In addition to this increase in quan­ 
tity the coit of hauling each ton of 
p ’oduce was materially reduced. 
In 
Other words the farmers not only pro­ 
duce more but produce more cheaply, 
for the cost of transportation to mar­ 
ket is, of course, an important factor 
in the cost of production. 
From this 
point of view it is estimated that the 
$100,000 spent in improving the roads 
iii Rnotsv1■an 


ers of that co-~^ $41,000 a year. 
In the past twro years the traffic 
studies of the federal experts show 
that approximately an average of 65,- 
000 tons of outgoing products wrere 
hauled over the improved roads in the 
county, an average distance of eight 
miles, or a total of 520,0000 
“ton- 
miles.” Before the roads w’ere 
im­ 
proved it wras estimated that the aver­ 
age cost of hauling w*as 20 cents a 
“ton-mile;” af*’'- *he improvement this 
fell to 12 cents a "ton-mlie,” or a sav­ 
ing of eight cents. A saving of eight 
cents per mile on 520,000 “ton-miles” 
is $41,000 a year. 
The county’s in­ 
vestment of $100,000, in other words, 
returns a dividend of 40 per cent an­ 
nually. 
Because this saving, in cases of this 
character, does not take the form of 
cash put directly into the farmers* 
pockets, there is a widespread ten­ 
dency to believe that it is fictitious 
profit, while as a m atter of fact it la 
just as wrell a source of profit as th* 
increase in the price of wheats 
In Dinwiddle county, Virginia, for 
example, where peanuts is one of the 
staple crops, the average load for two 
mules on a main road was about one 
thousand pounds before the road was 
improved. After its improvement the 
average load was found to be 2,000 
pounds, and the time consumed in 
hauling the larger load to market was 
much reduced. 
In other words, one 
man with a wagon and two mules 
could do more than twice as much 
work with the improved road than 
with an unimproved road. 
This is 
the explanation of the extraordinary 
rise in the total output of agricul­ 
tural products in a county with a good 
road system.

SELECTION OF BROOD MARES 


Percheron or Shire 
Will 
Generally 
Prove Most Satisfactory for 
Average Farm Work. 


In selecting a brood mare for farm 
purposes the Percheron or Shire will 
generally prove the most satisfactory. 
They need not be too large, because a 
heavy-footed, clumsy beast is to be 
avoided always. 
A mare that weighs 1,400 or 1,500 
pounds is big e n o u g h for any use. 
She should have a clean, bony head, 
a prominent, bright, intelligent eye, 
good legs and large hoofs. 
Her barrel should be roomy, but 
symmetrical, with bioad hind quar­ 
ters. 
Avoid a mare with auy sugges­ 
tion of “cat hams.” 
A good disposition is essential, but 
does not mean that a brood mare must 
be stupid or a bungler in harness. 
Better pay $300 for a first-cla^s brood 
mare than $100. 
The difference will 
be made up in the fir^t two colts, pro­ 
vided the right kind of a sire is used. 
With a brood mare of this descrip­ 
tion a farmer can et cry year raise a 
colt that will sell for irom $150 to $300 
and get good service in farm work oui

Nation Rings With Cries of Stricken 
Industry.

King Cotton has suffered more from 
the European war than any other ag­ 
ricultural product on the American 
conticent. The shells of the belliger­ 
ents have bursted over his throne, 
frightening his subjects and shatter­ 
ing his markets, and, panic-stricken, 
the nation cries out “God save the 
king!” 
People from every walk of life have 
contributed their mite toward rescue 
work. 
Society has danced before the 
king; milady has decreed that the 
family wardrobe shall contain only 
cotton goods; the press has plead 
with the public to “buy a bale” ; 
bankers have been formulating hold­ 
ing plans; congress and legislative 
bodies have deliberated over relief 
measures; 
statesmen 
and 
writers 
have grown eloquent expounding the 
inalienable rights of “His Majesty” 
and presenting schemes for preserv­ 
ing the financial 
integrity of the 
stricken staple, but the sword of Eu­ 
rope has proved mightier than the pen 
of America in fixing value upon this 
product of the sunny south. 
Prices 
have been bayoneted, values riddled 
and markets decimated by the battling 
hosts of the eastern hemisphere until 
the American farmer has suffered a 
war loss of $400,000,000, and a bale 
of cotton brave enough to enter a 
European port must pay a ransom of 
half its value or go to prison until the 
war is over. 
Hope of the Future Lies In Co-opera­ 
tion. 
The Farmers’ Union, through the 
columns of the press, wants to thank 
the American people for the friend­ 
ship, sympathy and assistance given 
the cotton farmers in the hour of dis­ 
tress and to direct attention to co­ 
operative methods necessary to per­ 
manently assist the marketing of all 
farm products. 
The present emergency presents as 
grave a situation as ever confronted 
tile American farmer and from the 
viewpoint of the producer, would seem 
to justify extraordinary relief meas­ 
ures, even to the point of bending the 
constitution and straining business 
rales in order to lift a portion of the 
harden off the backs of the farmer, 
for unless something is done to check 
the invasion of the W’ar forces upon 
the cotton fields, the pathway of the 
European pestilence on this continent 
will be strewn with mortgaged homes 
and famine and poverty will stalk over 
the southland, filling the highways of 
industry with refugees and the bank­ 
ruptcy court with prisoners. 
All calamities teach us lessons and 
the present crisis serves to illuminate 
the frailties of our marketing meth­ 
ods and the weakness of our credit 
system, and out of the financial an­ 
guish and travail of the cotton farmer 
v ill come a volume of discussion and 
i mass of suggestions and finally a 
solution of this, the biggest problem 
in the economic life of America, if, 
indeed, we have not already laid the 
foundation for at least temporary re­ 
lief. 
More Pharaohs Needed In Agriculture. 
Farm products have no credit and 
perhaps can never have on a perma­ 
nent and satisfactory basis unless we 
build warehouses, cold storage plants, 
elevators, etc., for/without storage and 
credit facilities, the south is com­ 
pelled to dump its crop on the market 
at harvest time. The Farmers’ Unions 
in the cotton producing states have 
for the past ten years persistently ad­ 
vocated the construction of storage 
facilities. 
We have built during this 
period 2,000 warehouses with a ca­ 
pacity of approximately 4,000,000 bales 
and looking backward the results 
would seem encouraging, but looking 
forward, we are able to house less 
than one-third of the crop and ware­ 
houses without a credit system lose 
90 per cent of their usefulness. 
The 
problem is a gigantic one—too great 
for the farmer to solve unaided. 
He 
must have the assistance of the bank­ 
er, the merchant and the government 
In production wre have reached the 
high water mark of perfection in the 
world’s history, but our marketing 
methods are most primitive. 
In the 
dawn of history wtq find agriculture 
plowing with a forked stick but with 
a system of warehouses under govern­ 
mental supervision that made the 
Egyptians the marvel of civilization, 
for who has not admired the vision of 
Joseph and applauded the wisdom of 
Pharaoh for storing the surplus until 
demanded by the consumer, but in 
this age we have too many Josephs 
wrho dream and not enough Pharaohs 
who build.

time; payment for dead heading 
at 
regular rates, and relief from many 
duties of the engineers and firemen; 
two firemen are demanded for engines 
of certain sizes. 
The negotiations between the rail­ 
ro a d s and the union began iii May 
Then notice was served by the unions 
that existing agreements would end 
in thirty days. 
Refusal of the de­ 
mands, the taking of a strike vole, the 
decision to strike and the intervention 
of President Wilson followed.

Parsons, Kas., Nov. 30.—W. I. Gar­ 
ber, proprietor of a clothing store, 
was shot and killed by a foreigner, 
believed to be a Mexican, shortly be­

Missouri^ are so plentiful and opulent 
that it takes a fair size opus to deal 
properly with them, and this is with j 
out optimistically handling the sub­ 
ject, announces Commisioner John T. 
Fitzpatric in the weekly 
bulletin of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics given 
publicity today. 
Petroleum; natural gas; iron, silver 
and copper; cotton seed oil and meal; 
pearl buttons; corncob pipes; fresh 
water fish and frogs; hides and pelts; 
cider and vinegar; herbs and roots; 
mint of the variety which makes a 
Missouri colonel chuckle with antici­ 
pation and one from Kentucky get 
ready to tell of the beauty of women 
from thta state and the high points of 
its thorougnbred horse; turtles and 
terrapins; -watermelons; railroad tie s; 
charcoal; cordwood; fence and mine 
posts; 
angora goats; 
feathers; 
ice 
rream ; canned vegetables and fruits; 
wool and mohair; wine and natural 
mineral w ater; ginseng and sunflower 
seeds; 
honey; 
sorghum 
molasses; 
beeswax; 
maple 
sugar 
and 
syrup; 
°oke; paint m inerals; powder and dy­ 
namite; riprap and willow for revet­ 
ment work along the Mississippi and 
Missouri rivers; coal tar and similar 
irticles; granite, marble and onyx and 
other commodities make up the state’s 
jroducts which are included in this 
‘advance information” frcm the 1914 
Red Book, which is in course of prep­ 
aration. 
Approximately the worth of the in­ 
cluded commodities, produced in the 
state during the fiscal year which 
ended November 5, 1914 was 25,000,- 
000, 
which is a tremendous 
worth 
when it is considered that side lines 
and by-products are only being con­ 
sidered. 
Everyone of the 114 counties of the 
-tate and the cities of St Louis, Kan­ 
sas City, S. Joseph. Joplin, Spring­ 
field, Carhage, Sedalia, Moberly, Cape 
Girardeau, Jefferson City and others 
with less population contribute annu- 
11 y to this array of the state’s wealth, 
says the bulletin, which was prepared 
by Supervisor of Statistics A. T. Ed­ 
monston. 
Railroad ties come chiefly from the 
counties south of the Missouri river, 
especially those of the Ozarks; cotton­ 
seed oil and sim ilar products are pro­ 
duced by Pem iscot and Dunklin coun­ 
ties which also supply fish, frogs, tur­ 
tles and terrapins in large quantities. 
Dearly every county furnishes wool, 
but the angora goat flourishes best in 
the Ozark regions. 
Manufacturing of 
ice cream has become such an import­ 
ant industry that it is really no longer 
a side line, employing, as it does, an 
army of about 1,500 with manufacto­ 
ries located in every town of any pre­ 
tentions in Missouri and an annual 
output w-orth $2,500,000. 
Washington, Owensville and Boon­ 
ville turn out most of Missouri’s corn­ 
cob pipes, and those of wood come 
chiefly from Bowling Green and Cuba. 
While every city and town annually 
yield hides and pelts, the large pack­ 
ing houses of St. Joseph, Kansas City 
and St. Louis easily provide the major 
part of the Missouri 
portion. 
For 
paint minerals and ingredients Cape 
Girardeau, 
Potosi, 
Racine, 
Seneca. 
Joplin and St. Louis easily wear the 
laurels. W illow* are cut by the thou­ 
sands of cords in the counties along 
the Missouri and Mississipi 
rivers, 
and large supplies of store for revet­ 
ment work come from Cape Girar­ 
deau, Ste. Genevieve, 
Andrew-, 
St. 
Louis, Cole and other counties. 
La Grange, Canton, Hannibal and 
Louisiana turn out yearly thousands 
of grosses of pearl buttons and blanks. 
Springfield and Sedalia are concen­ 
trating points for many of the by­ 
products of forests, farms and mines. 
Silver is chiefly extracted from the 
lead of St. Francois 
and 
Madison 
counties and copper comes from Ste. 
Genevieve, 
Madison, 
Crawford 
and 
Franklin counties. 
Half of the counties of South Mis­ 
souri have either iron or barytes de­ 
posits while tripoli is one of he out­ 
puts of Newton county. 
Granite is 
quarried in Wayne, Carter, Ste Gen­ 
evieve 
and 
St. 
Francois 
counties. 
Natural gas and petroleum wells exist 
in W est ^Missouri, within a few miles 


of Kansas Citv. 
Returns received from gas producers 
in Missouri show- that the total value 
of the gas produced from wells and 
consumed in the state in 19U was 
$6,795. 
Gas wells located in I^ te s, 
Cass and Jackson counties range in 
depth from IOO to 565 feet, and ha\t* 
a pressure of from 20 tJ 168 pounds.

Washington counties. At Sugar Creek, 
in Jackson county, not far from Kan­ 
sas City is one of the largest petro­ 
leum refineries of the world, but the 
crude product comes from the petro­ 
leum fields of Kansas. 
The 1913 out­ 
put of this establishment, which then 
employed 895 men and had a pay roll 
for the year aggregating $305,037, was 
worth 
$10,436,738, the commodities 
produced consisting of 199.185,420 gal­ 
lons of oil and 5.659 of coke.

the state produce coke in sufficient 
quantities to supply the iocal demand. 
Charcoal comes from Cole; Osage, Gas­
